Mr  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1954* 

In  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  the  population  in* 
creased  by  107  during  the  year.  As  there  was  a  natural  increase 
of  39  being  accounted  for  by  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
the  additional  68  must  have  been  due  to  people  coming  to 
reside  in  the  district. 

The  number  of  births  (104)  shews  a  decrease  of  16  on  the 
figure  for  1953?  whereas  there  were  75  deaths  showing  an 
increase  of  14* 

Only  two  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  died.  This 
gave  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  19*2  reckoned  per  1,000 
live  births.  This  compares  very  favourably  with  the  rate 
for  the  country  as  a  whole  (25*5)?  although  when  one  is 
dealing  with  such  a  small  number  of  births  there  is  likely 
to  be  wide  variation  in  the  rate  from  year  to  year. 

There  were  75  deaths  in  1954?  the  main  causes  of  death 
being  cancer  (16),  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system  (42).  Generally  speaking  these  are  degenerative 
processes  occurring  in  late  middle  life  and  in  old  age  and 
are  to  be  expected  in  a  population  which  is  ageing.  There 
was  no  death  associated  with  childbirth. 


Only  twelve  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified 
and  of  these  scarlet  fever  numbered  8  and  measles  3  -  there 
was  no  case  of  infantile  paralysis* 

Only  one  new  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was 
notified,  a  reduction  of  two  compared  with  1953®  There  was 
no  death  from  pulmonary  disease  although  there  was  one  from 
a  non-pulmonary  cause*  With  improvement  in  social  conditions 
and  advances  in  treatment  and  perhaps  B.C.G.  vaccination  on 
a  large  scale  tuberculosis  may  cease  to  be  the  disease  which 
in  the  past  was  so  dreaded  and  hilled  so  many  people  in  the 
prime  of  life* 

This  summarises  briefly  the  main  contents  of  the  report 
and  my  thanks  are  due  to  Mr  Jackson  and  his  assistants  for 
their  ready  assistance  and  advice  throughout  the  year*

A.  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse* 

The  work  at  this  slaughterhouse  continued  at  peak 
kills  until  decontrolled  in  July,  when  it  reverted  to  use 
by  the  owner  as  a  slaughterhouse  for  his  own  shops*  A 
licence  from  the  Council  was  issued,  and  from  that  time 
work  has  continued  satisfactorily*  Apart  from  the 
permanent  disability  of  the  site  being  within  50  yards 
of  a  classified  road  in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  less 
than  10  ft  from  buildings  used  for  human  habitation  and 
food  preparing  premises,  there  has  been  an  immense  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  hygiene  and  food  handling  at  this  slaughter 
house  since  decontrol  and  absolute  co-operation  is  given 
by  owner  and  his  staff* 
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B.  Private  Sloughterhouses  -  Food  &  Drugs  Act,  Section  57* 

The  Council  received  applications  from  the  owners 
of  two  other  slaughterhouses  used  in  1939  and  both  were 
refused  on  the  grounds  that  the  premises  were  unsuitable 
for  use  as  slaughterhouses  and  that  it  was  not  reasonably 
practicable  to  render  them  suitable.  Both  applicants 
appealed  to  the  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  and  one 
was  dismissed.  The  second  was  upheld  and  the  slaughter 
house  was  used  until  the  death  of  the  owner.  After  two 
months  from  that  date  the  licence  expired  and  the 
premises  are  no  longer  used  as  a  slaughterhouse. 


C*  Meat  Inspection. 


The  table  on  Page  18  represents  the  amount  of  meat 
inspected  and  condemned  during  the  year.  It  will  be 
noted  that  the  number  of  cattle  (excluding  cows)  has 
been  halved  from  the  previous  year  but  that  the  numbers 
of  pigs  and  calves  have  increased  by  five  times  the 
number  in  1953?  and  the  percentage  of  numbers  killed  in 
the  second  half  of  the  year  during  decontrol  was  approxi¬ 
mately  45/o  of  the  total.  The  amount  of  time  required  to 
carry  out  inspection  work  is  two  full  days  weekly,  plus 
short  daily  visits  on  other  days  of  the  week. 

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  including 
cows  shows  an  appreciable  fall  due  partly  to  the 
selective  buying  of  the  local  butchers  and  if  it  may 
also  be  a  result  of  the  fact  that  since  decontrol  the 
animals  slaughtered  are  mainly  collected  from  this  part 
of  the  country,  then  it  would  appear  that  the  local 
standards  of  farming  are  above  average . 

In  connection  with  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis, 
the  most  prominent  was  fasciola  hepatica.  Bruising  is 
greatly  reduced  due  to  some  extent  to  the  fact  that  few 
animals  are  brought  to  Marlow  by  train  since  decontrol.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  AND  BUILDING  BYELAWS. 


Two  private  estate  developments  in  the  town  have  been 
commenced,  one  of  102  houses  and  a  second  of  50  houses, 
together  with  estate  layout,  roads,  sewers,  lighting  etc. 


One  hundred  and  twenty-one  plans  deposited  for  approval 
under  the  Council’s  Building  Byelaws  were  dealt  with,  the 
sites  and  construction  of  the  properties  inspected,  sewer 
connections  and  drainage  work  supervised  and  tested.  All 
complaints  have  been  investigated,  and  when  coming  within 
the  scone  of  the  Public  Health  Act  or  other  Acts  they  have  been 
suitably  dealt  with,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  record  and 
diary  completed.

The  collection  of  refuse  has  continued  during  the  year  in 
a  satisfactory  manner  and  it  has  just  been  possible  to  maintain 
a  house-to-house  collection*  but  it  must  be  reported  that  by 
the  end  of  the  year*  with  the  increasing  completion  of  new 
private  and  council  houses*  the  limit  has  nearly  been  reached 
to  the  output  of  one  vehicle  and  one  gang®  Looking  forward 
over  1955/56  with  a  further  250  to  300  houses  requiring  this 
service*  it  is  likely  that  an  increase  In  labour  and  vehicles 
will  be  required  as  an  alternative  to  a  kerb  side  collection® 

(b )  Disposal.® 

Disposal  of  refuse  has  been  carried  out  by  controlled 
tipping  in  a  disused  gravel  pit  on  allotment  land®  This  is 
on  the  point  of  completion  and  the  only  other  available 
tipping  space  available  in  the  urban  district*  or  within 
economic  running  distance  in  the  adjoining  rural  district* 
is  a  large  disused  gravel,  pit®  Up-to-date,  the  owner  of  this 
land  has  refused  to  come  to  any  agreement  with  the  Council* 
but  during  1955  it  may  be  necessary  to  recommend  to  the 
Council  that  the  land  be  acquired*  if  necessary  by  compulsory

A  layout  of  57  houses  had  been  designed  and  approved*  the 
construction  of  roads  and  sewers  commenced  and  tenders  received 
for  the  construction  of  30  houses  commencing  in  January*  1955* 


Thirty-two  new  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  during 
the  year*, 

(b)  Maintenance  of  Council.  Houses . 


A  general  inspection  was  completed  and.  a  report  setting 
out  the  details  of  amenities  required  in  pre-war  Council  houses 
to  bring  them  up  to  post-war  standards.  The  basic  defects  are 
an  absence  of  a  hot  water  supply,  lavatory  basins  and  electric 
light.  These  matters  were  deferred  for  consideration  until 
next  year  when  it  was  hoped  Ghat  more  funds  would,  be  available 
for  these  works. 


External  painting  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Council's 
staff  and  24  changes  of  tenancy  resulted  in  partial  or  complete 
internal  re-decoration .
